1. Restriction is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 and 372. 

2. This application contains the following inventions or groups 
of inventions which are not so linked as to form a single 
general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

3. In accordance with 37 CFR 1.499, applicant is required, in 
reply to this action, to elect a single invention to which the 
claims must be restricted. 

Groups 1-5, claim 1, drawn to a dendritic cell specific 
polynucleotide, where groups 1-5 correspond to SEQ ID NOS 1, 
3-6, respectively. 

Groups 6-10, claim 2, drawn to a dendritic cell specific 
polypeptide, where groups 6-10 correspond to the 
polypeptides encoded by SEQ ID NOS 1, 3-6, respectively. 

Group 11, claims 3-11, drawn to a method for identifying a 
dendritic cell or maturation stage of a dendritic cell. 

Group 12, claims 12-20, drawn to a microarray. 

4. This application contains claims directed to more than one 
species of the generic invention. These species are deemed to 
lack unity of invention because they are not so linked as to 
form a single general inventive concept under PCT Rule 13.1. 

5. The species are as follows: 

If group 13 or 14 is elected, Applicant is further required 
to elect: 

A) a specific dendritic cell from the group consisting of: 
lymphoid CDllc- dendritic cell, myeloid monocyte derived
